It is quite remarkable when one 
realizes that nearly seventy-five people 
from Olathe either are in the educa- 
tional work for the deaf at present, 
or have been at some time. It is quite 
natural that (leople living here should 
become interested in the work, but it 
is unusual that so many should become 
interested in different pha.^es of the 
work, such as publishing books for the 
deaf, doing religious work, and becom- 
ing teachers for the deaf. 

The following names are a partial 
list of the jicpole from Olathe who are 
in educational work for the deaf at 
present. 

J. J. Dold is the oldest instructor 
in ixiint of .service in the Kansas State 
SchiKil for the Deaf. RichaVd I'homp- 
son taught for thirty-eight years, D. S. 
Rogers for thirty-seven years, and Mr. 
Dold will start in on his thirty-seventh 
year this fall. Mr. Dold alteiulcHl the 
Nebraska School for the Deaf. Dur- 
ing his entire service at this sck>ol. 
Mr. Dold has been an untiring worker 
among the deaf and he is held in the 
highest estwin Ijoth by the deaf, and 
the hearing |)et>ple of Olathe. 

E. H. Mcllvain attended the Kan- 
sas .and Ohio schools for the deaf. 
He has been on the faculty of the 
Kansas school for over twenty-five 
years. The Mcllvain home is in 
North Olathe," and although the Mc- 
llvains keep very cU)se to their work, 
their three daughters have been in the 
Olathe schools, and so. conscHjuently. 
they have taken a wide interest in botli 
the hearing and the deaf schools. 

Miss Katherine Meldrum has been 
teaching in the Kansas school f<u- over 
twenty live years. She attended the 
Kansas schtx)l as a student and has the 
distinction of Iwing the first student 
of this scIhk)! offoreil a ix)sition on the

Thk accident to a deaf man on a 
New York street crossinpr, last week, 
will of coiirsf reflect on the watch- 
fulness of deaf-mutes in jjeneral. 

The streets of New York have 
signal lisrhts that tell people when 
the street traffic has paused to give 
way to traffic that crosses it . Never 
thelesfl, it does not make the cross- 
ings entirely safe. It is necessary 
to be watchful at all times. Kven 
the traffic regulations give way to 
ambulances and fire engines. All 
traffic comes to a full stop to allow 
an ambulance or a fire engine to 
rush by. The motor vehiclescrowd 
to the curb on -lu li occasions t^ 
make a passage as wide as possible. 
Deaf-mutes, trained to relv upon 
their eyes alone, a*e usually the 
first to note the pause ol general 
traffic and to know the reason. 

CVmtrary to general belief, the 
partly deaf are not so well fortified 
against street accident? as the totally 
deaf. The rpa;;on is that amid the 
rush and r- nutomo- 

biles. the confusing noises are more 
of a worry than a help. 

When the police signals a stop 
and a clear way for an ambulance 
or a fire engine, many of the autos 
coming to a stop work their sirens 
to warn others. The totally deaf 
man instantly notices the pause of 
traffic and senses the reason. He is 
usually in a safe place on the side- 
walk, when the ambulance or fire 
engine speeds past. The partly deaf 
are very cautions, of course; but 
sometimes are victims of too great 
a reliance upon a defective sense. 

When automobile horns are toot- 
ing, the clang of an ambulance is 
-nmewhat neutralized, and even if 
ii' .ird, the direction from whence it 
comes can't ^>« instantly determined. 
When a deaf-mute is run down, 
it is seldom that lack of hearing con- 
tributed to the accident. Rather it 
might be charged to mental absorp- 
tion that blanketed the habitually 
alert eyes for the moment. It is a 
well-known fact that young boys 
and girls who have normal hearing, 
can be so absorbed with their les- 
ftons that they do not hear the talk 
around them, and .sometimes it is 
necessary to shout repeatedly to 
them before they hear. 

Another cause of totally as well 
as partly deaf facing disaster on the 
streets, is the careless habit of talk- 
ing while making a street crossing. 
Tlie wise way is to postpone the 
talk until reaching the opposite 
furb. (Jverconfidence in ability to 
•^ce 'lisast«r ind agility to avoid it, 
too often leads to trouble for the 
drivers, who slow up from a sense 
of responsibility, which compels the 
whole long line of traffic to do the 
same. 

The surest way to escape street 
acTi<lcTit- — slight, serious, or fatal — 
is to obey the traffic signals and 
also «»e proper precaution by look- 
ing both side* and behin m 
apprehension rhicle

Attacked by a devil fish while he was 
searching for abaloncs in the clefts 
of the rocks near Point Arena, Sunday, 
March 24th, 1929, W. J. Terry, of 
•San Mateo, had an unpleasant and 
exciting experience which he will not 
soon forget. 

Terry and his wife had been at 
Point Arena for several days enjoying 
an outing and Sunday at low water 
started out to take some abalones. 

While wading around among the 
pf>ols in the letlges, he was suddenly 
seized by a squirming, clutching ten- 
tacles of an (Ktopus, whch twined 
around his legs and held him fast and 
although he struggled to free himself, 
was unable to get away from the oc- 
topus, which hung on to him with a 
death grip with two or three of its 
arms, while with the rest of the arms 
it clung to the rocks. 

His wife who had accompanied him, 
was seated higher up on the rocks out 
of the reach of the waves. She heard 
his calls and witnessed his plight, but 
was unable to assist her husband. 
Fortunately "for Terry, D. C. Simpson, 
principal of the Point Arena School, 
had accompanied the party and al- 
though at some distance, heard their 
cries for assiistance and came running 
to the spot. Both men wete using 
abalone bars and with these weapons, 
they attacked the monster and dis- 
patched it. It was dragged ashore 
and proved to be an unusually large 
specimen for this coast, measuring 
about sixteen feet from tiji to tip of 
its extended tentacles. 

In describing his experience, Terry 
said, "I was in a stooping ix)sition, try- 
ing to pry an abalone IcKise when I 
was suddenly .seized from behind and 
my legs bound together. Turning 
quickly around, I saw the devil fish 
with several of its arms thrashing the 
air, while with another it coiled 
around a nxk. Its eyes resembled 
those of a cat, and its body was tlie 
size of a dish pan. With Mr. Simp- 
.son's help, we killed the creature with 
our abalone bars. 

This is the largest si^ecimen of the 
octopus ever seen on this coast. An 
occasional small one is encountered 
by abalone hunters, but only infre- 
quently.

Concerning the school's centen- 
nial, the editor of the Ohio Slatr 
Journal has this to say in the 
issue of August 12th, and shows 
the widespread interest in the com- 
ing affair: — 

Ohio was the first State west of the AUe- 
ghenies to establish a state school for the 
education ol the deaf. The school was 
located in Columbus when the first legis- 
lation was passed in 1W7, and will complete 
its first one hundred years of service with 
a centennial celebration here on August 31st. 
It will have hundreds of its former pupils 
here to sh.^te in the celebration, men and 
women, handicapped, who were trained and 
educated so well, they overcame the handi- 
cap, have been able to win and hold im- 
portant places in the world. There will be 
a thrilling story of a century of highly pro- 
ductive work for unfortunate humanity cull- 
ed from the records and told at the celebra- 
tion. 

This State made an enviable record in 
being first in the field in this part of the 
country with education for the deaf. It 
never has lo.st interest in that work, the 
school has been well supporteti, has been 
developed from an asylum, at it was known 
when founded, and today Is a state home 
as well as school. It has stood among the 
foremost schools of its kind through all 
the years, has sent out thousands of gra- 
duates, ready for life. The methods of edu- 
cation and care represent the best thought 
of the day. It used the manual system of 
talking with fingers for many years, as 
others did, but it has made great progress 
in teaching lip-reading. 

Horatio Nelson Hubbell was superinten- 
dent when the school was ojwned in 1829. 
in a rented room at Broad and High, with 
only one pupil. During the centur>' only 
eleven men have been in the superintendent's 
office. The state retains the successful sufier- 
intendent and develojYS the school under hi.< 
direction. The tirst building on the present 
site was openeil for use in 1834. other build- 
ings have iM-en added, the site has increased 
in value and the state has enlarged its plant 
as the number of pupils has increased. For 
years the schmil has housed and educated 
about six hundre<l (Hipils. 

The present su|>erintendent, Dr. John Wil- 
liam Jones, was appointed in 1895 and the 
school has had its most notable develop- 
ment under his direction. It has been made 
over from the asylum, into a real school, 
and has been known to many as the State 
Home for the Deaf. It has housed a great 
work where handicap[>ed humanity was edu- 
cated to overcome the hamiicap, where thou- 
sands of boys and giris have been able to 
go out into active life and take part as use- 
ful citizens. While there they have had 
home training to develop the quality of 
cilizen.ship all states need. Dr. and Mrs. 
Jones have done a great work, useful to the 
pupils, of value to the state. The school 
never was in better condition. The state 
has reason to feel a great pride in what 
has been done and is being done there. 



The opening of school has been 
postponed to September 11th on 
account of the reunion and the work 
following it. September 3d was 
the date expected.

Voicing protest against the practice 
of taking deaf persons for stunt rides 
in airplanes in an effort to improve 
their hearing. Dr. Paul V. Winslow, 
ear specialist, of 580 Park Avenue, an- 
nounced yesterday results of a ques- 
tionnaire which he had sent to aviators 
asking their opinion on the effect of 
flying on the ears. 

"Stunt flying has never and will 
never improve the hearing," Dr. Win- 
slow said. "The only possible c;isos 
which might show temporary improve- 
ment might come from psychological 
deafness, but this improvement could 
come in a compressed air chamber on 
the ground as well as in an airplane. 
Under no conditions should deaf per- 
sons be taken up for rides. In addi- 
tion to the risks of stunting, cases of 
impaired hearing may become worse, 
I do not believe the recent experiment 
conducted by the .American Society 
for Promotion of Aviation is il all 
wise. 

Major Carl Spatz. of the United 
.■^rmy Air Corps, whose endurance 
flight in the Question Mark some 
months ago then established a world's 
record supplied Dr. Winslow with 
official information on the effects of 
flying. 

"Many people believe that impaired 
hearing and deafness are improved by 
airplane flights and by diving in an 
airplane," Major Spatz said. "This 
opinion has no foundation in fact. 
Flying impairs the hearing. It never 
improves it although the contrast l)e- 
tween inability to hear during the 
noises caused by the road and vibra- 
tion of the motor and ship, is noticed 
by flyers and has been regarded by 
some as evidence of improved hearing. 
This is an erronetius impres.sion. 

"Flight surgeons advise against fly- 
ing while the pilot is suffering from 
a severe cold in the head, es{iecially 
as there is obstruction of the eustach- 
ian tubes, which condition has been 
re(X)rted as causing severe pain, de- 
fective equilihrim due to unequ;il 

sure, and even ruptured ear d- 

through too rapid descent from higher 
to lower altitudes." 

Dr. Winslow also received an an- 
swer to his questionnaire" >'i 
Frank M. Hawks, ti 1 
flyer, who pointed out the dangers of 
high altitude flying and rapid de";' •>"' 
His ex{)erience has been a temi 
impairment of hearing, he said, uoui 
aviators, and others who answered Dr. 
Winslow' s query, recommended ear 
stojijM'rs and helmet as protection. 

"There are three phases of deaf- 
ness." Dr. Winslow said. "The first 
is the diseased change, followed by a 
period in which the patient gives up 
hof^ of hearing and docs not pay at- 
tention to what is going on about him. 
Thirdly, mental depression follows. 
Now when a certain condition is pro- 
cured which is pleasantly exciting, the 
first and second phases of this deaf 
condition as sometimes thrown off. 
This prixluces a temi>^rary psycholo- 
gical improvement in hearing, but you 
don't have to go stunting in planes 
to obtain that. Stunting is dangerous
